Applicant's arguments filed 02/09/2010 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
In response to applicant's argument that a person of ordinary skill in the art, upon reading Edwards and Park such that the charge 
distribution digital to analogue converter uses two columns electrodes that are not in adjacent columns, the test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Edwards teaches, "[djigital to analogue conversion in an AMLCD is obtained by using the column electrode capacitance as part of the 
digital to analogue conversion circuit by dividing columns (19) into separate sections and serially performing the conversion via switching 
elements (31 ). Alternative embodiments comprise a column driver circuit with capacitors having a (binary) divided range of capacitance or 
use column sub-electrodes of different widths." (abstract). Park teaches, columns of common color, shown in fig. 3c R1 1 , G11 and B1 1 . In 
which case examiner agrees with Applicant that It would have been obvious to have modified the adjacent columns of Edwards' display 
device to use column electrodes of adjacent columns as the two capacitors of the charge distribution digital to analogue converter, in which 
the adjacent columns of picture elements are of different colours. 

However, as shown in fig. 4 by Rn, Gn and Bn are grouped according to color. The Red data signal that is applied to S4 is also applied 
to SI , Therefore, examiner respectfully submits it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have modified the teachings 
of Edwards and Parks to provide for "wherein the first and second capacitances of a digital to analogue conversion means comprise two 
column address conductors that are both associated with the same colour of picture elements." i.e. non-adjacent columns. . 
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
